mated. 
Tills Includes the loss of 
several buildings and homes in 
the vicinity. 
One hundred fam­ 


ilies were made homeless. 
Only 
a lew of the mangled bodies pulled 
from the ruins have been Identi­ 
fied. 


Chicago, March 29—Little Italy was 
rocked 
by 
an 
explosion 
today 
in 
which perhaps six were killed and a 
score wounded. 
The blast occurred in the factory 
of Joseph Well Paper 
company 
of 
Fourteenth 
and 
Halsted 
afreets, 
which is in the "Bloody N ineteenths 
ward where Chicago's Italians reside. 
Officials of the company said they 
believed the explosion was caused by 
a gas leak. 
They said that they had 
no labor trouble or feuds. 
Four years 
ago a tenem ent house was blown up 
when the Well plant was destroyed 
by an explosion of gas from a leaky 
main and sixteen people were killed. 
Police immediately went to work 
on the theory that the explosion may 
have been caused by a bomb as part 
of the political feud that has waged 
in the "Bloody Nineteenth” ward for 
years. 
A torpedo cap was found by Chief 
Detective Hughes who 
reached 
the 
scene soon after the explosion. 
Police reserves rushed from all over 
the city when the general alarm of 
the disaster was given. 
Fire crews 
from all points arrived. 
The explosion was not followed by 
/ire so fire fighters became engaged 
In digging the dead and injured out 
of the wreckage. 
T hree 
dead 
had 
been taken out and it wa* estimated 
th a t at least three others were under 
the debris. 
The injured were taken 
to improvised hospitals. 
The three victims who were recov­ 
ered were badly mangled, 
it is be­ 
lieved identification will be difficult 
lf not impossible. 
The explosion was heard for milos 
around. 
Heavy plate glass windows 
were smashed within a radius of a 
mile. 
Pictures in homes crashed to 
the floor. 
A cordon of police was im ­ 
mediately thrown about the scene to 
keep hack the frantic Italians who 
rushed to the scene to learn lf any 
of their relatives were injured. 
Thousands of Italian men, women 
and children held hack In lepeated 
efforts to rush the police line. gasped 
and then 
fell 
into silence as they 
saw the two bodies with their heads 
blown off pulled out put on strep 
ers. 
The foot of a girl still 
neat 
with a satin pump was pulled out of 
the wreckage and placed on a can 
vas covered stretcher waiting for the 
rem ainder of the body, 
A horse with its legs blown off v 
still alive when firemen arrived and 
its moans of misery and 
suffering 
w ere ended by a revolver shot. 
The Well Paper company was s u r­ 
rounded by little shabby cottages in­ 
habited by Italians. 
Many of these 
little homes were sm ashed to atom s 
and 
the 
occupants 
bleeding 
and 
bruised forced to the atreets. 
These unfortunates were cared for 
by their more fortunate fellow coun­ 
trym en 
who took them into th e ir 
homes and cared for them. 
The feet of some of the mob, held 
back by the police, were cut when 
plate glass was hurled from the w in­ 
dows into the streets and cut their 
shoes.

Dr, Crum p's Intimation was that 
Mr. Bur roughs, who had spent the 
winter In Pasadena, Californio, be­ 
came 111 after bls train left Chicago 
on the eastward journey.
